MEMOIRS. 


Th* Marysville Appeal says there are 


many incidents in the' 'Personal Mem- 
oirs of U. S. Grant," that are extremely 
in'cresting and amusing. As a boy, 
Grant was not lik.e other boys, having 
h'is likes and dislikes as regards works; 
but nevertheless he was trained to use- 
ful effort from his earliest years. 
His 


example should not be lost upon the 
boys of to-day who aspire to deeds of 
greatness. He says: 


When I was seven or eight years of 


age I began hauling all the wood used 
in the house and shops. I could not 
load it on the wagons, of course, at that 
time, but I could drive, and the choppers 
would load and some one at the house 
unload. When about 11 years old I w»s 
strong enough to hold a plow. From 
thut age until 17 I did all the work done 
with horses, such as breaking up the 


. land, furrowing, plowing corn and po- 


tatoes, bringing in the crops when harv- 
ested, hauling all tbe wood, besides tend- 
ing tw* or thre.e horses, a cow or two, 
•nd sawing wood for stoves, etc, while 
gtill attending school. For this I was 
compensated by the fact that there was 
never any scolding or punishment by 
my parents; no objection to rational 
enjoyments, snob as fishing, going to 
ere-k a mile away to swim in bummer, 
taking a horse aud visiting my grand- 
parents in the adjoining county 15 miles 
off, skating on the ice in Winter, or tak- 
ing a horse and sleigh when ther* was 
•now on tbe ground. 


Incidents of his boyhood have hereto- 


fore been told, but it is profitable to note 
the opinion of hit muturity concerning 
their influence upon him. Let one 
one more suggestive quotation from tbis 
chapter suffice: 


I have, described enough of my early 


life to give an impression of the whole. 
I did not like to work, but I did as much 
of it whtn youug as grown men can b* 
hired to do in these days, und attended 
school at the same time I bad as many 
privileges as any boy in the village, and 
probably more than raoit nf then. I 
have no recollection of ever having been 
punish* t at home, either by scoljing or 
by the rod. 
While at school it was dif- 


ferent. The rod was freely used there, 
and I was not exempt from its influence. 


Passing on to the period of youth and 


his experience at the West Point Mili- 
tary Academy, we have some striking 
glimpses of their very ordinary character. 
It is noteworthy that while his father 
did r.Dt use the "rod of correction" he 
was not lacking at parental discipline. 
This ia shown by the following: 


In the Winter of 1838-39 I was attend- 


ing school at Hipley, only ten miles dis- 
tant from Georgetown, but spent the 
Christmas holHays at home. During 
this vacation my father received a letter 
from the Hon Thomas Morris, then 
United Slates Senator from Ohio. When 
he read it he said to me: "Ulyssea, I 
belitve yon are going to receive the ap- 
pointment." 
"What appointment?" I 


inquired. 
"To W^st Point; I have ap- 


plied for it." "But I won't go," I *aid. 
H* said h* tb <nght I would, and 1 
tkonght so, too, if he did. 


Nevertheless, this "turning poist" 


of his career was not to his liking. 
Throughout his West Point oare*r, and 
•ver. after as has been clearly demon- 
•trated, he evinced a positive dislike for 
"the trad* of soldiery." "A military 
life" said he "had no charms for in*, 
and I had no idea of staying m the army 
even if I should br graduated, which I 
did not expect." At to his life at West 
Point he says: 


I did not take bold of my studies with 


avidity; in f»ct I rarely ever read ov«r a 
lesson a second time during my »ntir* 
cadetship.

Much of 


the time, I am sorry to say, was devoted 
to novels, but not tbone of a trashy sort. 
I rssd ml of Bulwer's then publinhed, 
Cooper's, Harryatt's, Scott's, Washing- 
ton Irving's works., L*ver's and many 
others that I do not renumber. 
* '

In fact, if tbe clssi had been turn- 


ed the otber end foremost, I should have 
been near b*sd. I never »uccsed«d in 
getting squarely at either end of my 
class in any one study during the four 
years. 


General Grant's W*st Point experi- 


ence, however, and that of the Mexican 
war, which presented no unusual fea- 
tures, were not without a peculiar val- 
n*, afterwards greatly to bis advantage, 
to wbich be refers us follows: 


The acquaintance thus formed was of 


immense service to me in the Wsref tbe 
"Rebellion--1 ocean what I learned of tbe 
character of them to wbem I was after- 
wards opposed. 
I do not pretend to 


say that all movements, or even many 
of them, were made with special refer- 
ence to the characteristics of the Com- 


mander against whom tk*y wer* direct- 
ed, Bat my appreciation of my »nt- 
mi»s was c»rt»ml> aS.ci-d uy 
this 


knowledge. Th* nntrmi! disposition of 
most people is to cloth* & o miraanrliir of 
* large army whom they do not know, 
with almost superhuman abilities. 
A 


large part of the National army, for in- 
sttnce, and moat of tu* press of the 
country, clothed G*n»r»l Lte with j.ist 
inch qualities, but I had known him 
personally, and knew that h* was mor- 
tal, and it was just aa well that I f»lt 
thi*.

The Tosearora Tim*a-P.eview of the

generally known to have existed in th* 
State during past elections when there 
w*r* United States Senators to be 
decided on; and it *xc«pts also to out 
suggution that "ther* b* more action of 
the right character and lesi talk of the 
kind," saying that ther* should be 
"more action, but not less talk." W* 
certainly admire the spirit displayed by 
the Times-Review, so far as its senti- 
ments concerning the debauching of the 
ballot priviUg* in th* State goes, bat it 
does the Sentinel and this scribe injui- 
t'ce in drawing from the briei article 
mentioned some of the inferences which

All trees experienced such 
a blight that in the opinion of the in- 
formant it will take several years for 
Ihem to recover the damage. One curi- 
ous effect of frost is to drive the sap 
down to th* roots and to draw the juice 
even from the fruit still hsuging on the 
trees. "You may safely say," remarked 
our informant, "that Florida may be 
counted out as a factor in the orange 
trade for several years to come."
